They 
are right when they say the ma- 
jority of the public seems to pre- 
fer the standard product, at least 
at the lower price. .But If the 
lady says it doesn't buite good 
to her—well, who's to assert that 
it does taste good to the lady?"

wiped out. 


The witnesses told of house- 


sized boulders crashing buildings 
in the town of 15,000 as though 
they had been matchboxes. 


All buildings in the port of Ith- 


aca, 
on nearby Ithaca 
Island, 


were 
reported 
destroyed. 
The 


island was legendary home of the 
HomericXSreek hero Ulysses. The 
port has a population of 8.400. 


The main port of the island of 


Zakinthas. a town of 11,315 per- 
sons, was reported 75 per cent de- 
stroyed.

passed at the recent session 
of the Illinois legislature.

The council also revised the city 


ordinance on "salaries" to provide 
for the mandatory minimum wage. 


They passed a resolution cutting 


the police force fromV12 to H mem- 
bers and the fire department from 
11 to 10. 
Under the new setup, the police 
department will have a police 
chief, three police sergeants, and 
seven police officers. In the fire 
department, there will be a fire 
chief, three fire captains, and sev- 
en firemen. 


Drop Merchant Police 


Councilmen dropped the mer- 


chant policeman from the city pay- 
roll by repealing all city ordin- 
ances providing for one. The mer- 
chant policeman received $75 a 
month from the city in addition to 
pay from city merchants. 


An additional economy measure 


was the revision of the city ordin- 
ance on longevity pay to fire and 
police personnel. 


Currently, they have been re- 


ceiving periodic increases in sal- 
ary of three per cent every five 
years up to 20 years. New pro-

PANMUNJOM </P)—One hundred hale and happy Amer- 


icans streamed through the bamboo curtain at Panmunjom 
today to start the second dramatic week of Korean war pris- 
oner exchange. 


But their .South Korean com- 


rades again came home in wretch- 
ed shape, pitiful living skeletons. 


Four hundred in all got their 


freedom during the day: 100 Amer- 
icans, 25 British, 25 Turks, 250 
South Koreans. 


The Communists promised 
to 


hand over 75 Americans, 75 British 
and 250 South Koreans—all able- 
bodied—at Thursday's swap, the 
ninth since the exchange started. 
This will boost the number of 
Americans liberated to 823 of 3,313 
the Reds said they held.

Million bushel corn crop, the sec- 
ond biggest grown to tax Illinois 
crib capacity, was forecast today 
by State-Federal Agriculture De- 
partments. 


Only the 1948 crop of 56; million 


bushels was greater than this fore- 
cast, made Aug. 1. 


Likewise, this year's indicated 


yield of 58 bushels an acre has 
been exceeded only once, by the 
19*8 yield of 61 bushels an acre. 


A soybean crop of 87 million 


bushels is indicated. This was ex- 
ceeded both by the 1950 and 1951 
crops of &8 and S5 million bushels, 
respectively. 


The forecasters said this year's 


winter wheat crop of 5«.7 million 
bushels is the largest produced in 
Illinois sinre 1823. The estimated 
yield of 27 bushels an acr* is an 
all time high, exceeding the pre- 
vious top by 3Vi bushels.

peacefully directed against possi- 
ble cuts in pensions and govern- 
ment payrolls, could develop Into 
violence.

That might produce a swing 


from the rightist governments of 
the past two years to a Icft-of-cen- 
ter coalition. And that could mean 
junking of a lot of foreign poli- 
cies, including the European army 
plan for icarming Germany and 
fighting endlessly for victory in 
Indochina.

critical of the manner in which

shave expenses. The economy cuts 
were aimed first at rail, postal 
and civil_ service workers without 
any obvious blows at the big indus- 
trial powers which long have en- 
Joyed what most Frenchmen think 
is an unfair tax advantage.

Parkinson Disease Hits 
Nervous System Control 


By EDWIN P. JORDON, M. D.

Each year a great many in- 


quiries are 
received concerning 


Parkinson's disease. This common 
disorder of the nervous system is 
also called paralysis njri'tans. or 
shaking palsy. 


There is usually a trembling or 


shaking of the hands while at rest 
and ninny of the motions of the 
body become stiff and slow. 
The 


first s-ign frequently starts in one 
hand and the other one may not 
be Involved for months or years. 


The cause of this disease 'is not 


too well understood, but in answer 
lo a question by Mr. M. B., it is not 
inherited. A portion of the brain Is 
damaged but the thinking process- 
es do not seem affected as a rule. 
In some cases the damage is the 
result of infection, such as occur 
in encephalitis or sleeping sick- 
ness. In most, however, such a 
cause cannot he discovered and 
hardening of certain arteries is a 
more likely explanation. 


Shakinc palsy, except after en- 


cephalitis or brain fever, is a 
disease of older people nnd more 
common among men than women. 
It tends to start slowly, though 
sometimes the symptoms develop 
suddenly after n mental or physi- 
cal shock of some kind. 


In addition to the shaking In one 


or both hands, victims often com- 
plain of a loss of muscular strength 


all. 


As yet there is no method of 


preventing 
the 
development of 


Parkinson's disease. In fact, it 
sems doubtful that anything can 
be developed along this line until 
more is learned about the cause. 
Prevention is the ultimate aim, of 
course, and it cannot be lost sight 
of in this disease or in any-other.

paralysis agitans or has a dear 
one so involved is most anxious to 
know what can be done for it and 
what the future is likely to bring. 
Sad to say, there is so far no 
sure, complete cure, but there are 
Irugs available which, together 
with satisfactory attention to the 
general health, will relieve many 
of the symptoms and make life 
not at all unbearable. 


Drujrs alone «re not enough and

Pension Plan 
For Congress

On Jan. 26, 1882, Dixon college 


started off the term with more than 
250 students, "a splendid boom," 
so1 reported the Dixon Evening 
Telegraph at that time. By Aug- 
ust of 1883 Flint and Dille weie 
making preparations to build a 
north wing to the college building. 
In September of the same year, the 
'ladies" department of the college 
was completed. 


Although the college closed more

the Army Robert T. Stevens said 
today he believes American and 
other Allied troops will remain in 
Korea "for several years." 


Stevens then left for the United 


States by plane after an eight-day 
visit. 


Before his departure, 
Stevens 


visited Freedom Village to greet 
returning U. S. prisoners of war. 


"We are getting all the informa- 


tion we possibly can from all re- 
turning POWs about those soldiers 
who are missing," he told report- 
ers. 


"But we can only take whatever 


action the government deems ap- 
propriate at the proper time."

American prisoners jailed by the 
Communists for "seme so-called 
infringements of the rules."
